Amendment  VII,  which 
established  guidelines  for  a 
Cabinet,  passed  by  2405  to  1609, 
and  Amendment  IX,  which 
streamlined  class  government, 
passed  by  2042  to  1977.

funds,  through  taxes,  exactly  as  pay  for  other  essential  services.  I belk 
however,  that  private  funds  from  foundations  and  individuals  still  wil 
needed  to  underwrite  new,  experimental  educational  programs  and 
salaries  of  individually  innovative  students. 


“Young  men  and  women  who  are  earning  the  right  to  study  by  mali 
responsible  use  of  opportunities  are  likely  to  be  serious  and  hard-work 
And  older  men  and  women  will  feel  justified  in  returning  to  schoo 
entering  programs  of  training  because  of  the  dignity  and  security  of 
student’s  position. 


“We  should  not  ask  a man  to  choose  between  dependency  on 
parents,  dependency  on  his  wife  or  the  assumption  of  a heavy  burde;

Tracksters  Trounce  Texans

Abilene  Christian’s  Wildcats  met 
a tougher  breed  of  cat  last  Saturday 
in  Cougar  Stadium  and  came  away 
licking  their  wounds  as  the 
Mountain  Cats  mauled  them  9614 
to  4814. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Cougar 
tracksters  turned  in  several  good 
performances.  Individually  these 
performances  came  from  Sam 
Francis,  a tall,  lanky  distance  man, 
and  Jim  Blaisdell,  the  team 
co-captain. 

Sam,  returned  from  a mission 
only  last  fall,  ran  the  best  race  of 
his  career  with  a mark  of  4: 10.3  in 
the  mile.  This  mark  is  especially 
outstanding  for  this  altitude;  it  is 
considered  to  approximate  a 4:03 
mile  at  sea-level  by  those 
in-the-know  about  such  things. 

Blaisdell  broke  loose  for  the  best 
performance  of  his  career  too  as  he 
smashed  the  stadium  mark  in  the 
long  jump  with  a leap  of  25  feet 
1 114  inches.  He  also  took  second  in 
the  220  yard  dash  and  ran  a leg  on 
the  mile  relay  team  which  qualified 
for  the  NCAA  Championship  Meet 
in  June  while  finishing  less  than  a 
yard  behind  the  highly-touted 
Wildcat  squad. 

Ralph  Mann  and  Mike  Hoffman 
continued  to  impress  with  their 
performances  against  the  Abiline 
Christian  crew. 

Mann  ran  a :46.2  anchor  leg  on 
the  mile  relay  team  but  was  nosed 
out  at  the  tape  by  Christian’s  Roger 
Croglazier,  a ;46.7  performer  in  the 
open  quarter. 


Hoffman  remained  undefeated 
in  the  discus  as  he  unleashed  a 
respectable  throw  of  174  feet  8 
inches,  four  feet  better  than  his 
Wildcat  opponent. 

Dick  Legas  and  Juhani  Nummela 
finally  got  together  for  two  good 
performances  in  the  javelin.  Dick 
took  top  honors  with  a mark  of 
241  feet  and  Juhani  took  the 
runner-up  slot  with  a throw  of  232 
feet  814  inches. 

Although  Coach  Robinson  still 
hasn’t  got  the  full  team  he  hopes  to 
take  to  the  NCAA  championships 
in  Knoxville,  Kentucky,  he  has  13 
athletes  and  both  relay  teams 
qualified.  Others,  such  as  the 
Bergeson  twins  and  Jaakko 
Tuominen,  should  qualify  by  the 
time  the  conference  meets  roUs 
around.

Exciting  yellow  lights  sparkled 
on  the  well-designed  stage  setting 
for  the  almost  professional 
premiere  of  “The  Fantasticks,”  a 
comedy  by  Tom  Jones  and  Harvey 
Schmidt.

ACTORS

evening.

the  professional  jobs. 
Choreography  (under  the  astute 
leadership  of  Dee  Winterton)  for 
the  two  added  to  the  amusement 
and  fun-loving  atmosphere  of  the 
production. 

Pamela  Groo,  as  The  Girl, 
portrayed  the  typical  16  year-old 
and  worked  well  in  the  part.  Her 
bubbling  personality  came  across 
the  lights  with  an  exciting  tone. 

Ron  Stevenson,  playing  The 
Boy,  was  exceptional.  His  antics 
and  love-sickness  were  readily 
believable.  He  was  well-cast  as  the 
“smitten”  20  year-old. 

The  Old  Actor,  Robert  Alto,  and 
the  Man  Who  Dies,  Tom  Nibley,  are 
to  be  commended  for  their 
performance.  Their 
characterizations  were  something 
to  behold  and  ranked  them  among 
the  top. 

In  many  cases,  however,  the 
songs  were  a little  off  key— minor 
chords  are  hard  to  sing,  but  if  the 
music  could  be  a little  louder,  the 
actor’s  might  not  have  the 
hard-of-hearing  problem.

Americans  must  thdt  the 
Christian  commandment  of 
universal  brotherhood  becomes  a 
living  reality  if  a split  along  racial 
and  economic  lines  is  not  to  divide 
the  nation. 

This  was  a comment  made  at 
BYU  Thursday  by  Dr.  J.  D. 
Williams  of  the  Hinckley  Institute 
of  Politics  at  the  University  of  Utah 
as  he  spoke  on  “The  Second 
Commandment  and  Racial  Crisis 
Today”  at  a meeting  sponsored  by 
the  Young  Democrats. 

Dr.  Williams  gave  what  he  termed 
a “scriptural  analysis”  of  racial 
problems  in  the  United  States, 
which  he  said  “confront  us  in  some 
very  particular  ways  as  Mormons.” 

The  U.  of  U.  professor,  and 
candidate  for  Utah’s  Democratic 
senatorial  nomination  in  1968, 
pointed  at  America’s  1967  poverty 
figures  which  indicated  that  while 
12  per  cent  of  the  country’s  white 
population  falls  in  the  poverty 


range,  41  per  cent  of  all  Negroes  are 
classified  as  poor. 

Emphasizing  the  problems  of 
Utah’s  Spanish  American  and 
Indian  minorities  as  well  as  those  of 
the  nation’s  black  minority,  the
